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Conversion of the lake in 
Seneca State Forest into a trout i iuinT 
fishing lake is being made by the 
fish management division of the 
conservation commission, the tat¬ 
ter said today. 

The entire former fish popula¬ 
tion. made up of bass, bluegill* 
and craDpies. has been removed, 
and the lake will be stocked with 
adult rainbow trout prior to the 
openinsr of the 1950 trout season. 
Kemoval of the bass, bluegills 
and craDnies was accomplished | 

Oct. 5 by use of a chemical 
poison released in the lake by 
commission technicians. Accord¬ 
ing to the latter, the results 
showed a very poor fish popula¬ 
tion present, at least two-thirds 
of the fish in the lake being 
suckers. Not more than a barrel- 
full of fish of all kind were 
taken from the 4 % -acre lake. 

It was explained that the chief 
reason for converting the lake 
into a trout lake was that the 
water is cold throughout the 
vear.
